ISSUE $2,000,000 
WORTH OF PERMITS

More than $2,000,000 in building permits have been 
issued by the city building dept. during the first ten days 
of this month, as building in this city continues at a dizzy 
pace.

Topping construction for this 
month are three tracts in North 
Torrance.

Permit* for 114 homes with par- 
ages were issued to the Red burg 
Construction Co. Total value of 
this tract is $1,140,000.

A second block of permits went

to the Watt Construction Co. 
These permits are for 47 homes, 
also in North Torrance, and are 
valued at $353,500.

The third tract is being built 
in the Northern portion by the Mil­ 
ton Kaufman Construction Co. 
Valued at $220,300, 'the tract con- 

^tains 41 homes.

Individual construction permits 
numbered well over 200 during the 
first ten days of March, and 
totaled over $200.000, according to 
building djept. records.

The 1952 March total of $747,841 
has already been tripled this month 
with no end in sight.

Permits issued during the first 
two months of this year totalled 

113,775,286. Permits in January >,nrrh;i«f and 
equalled $1,573,480, and in Febru­ 
ary $2,201,806 w«"ib r,f ^«imit.t: 
were granted.

All Indications are that last 
year's record of $18,000,000 in con­ 
struction will be topped this year, 
according to building dept. offi­ 
cials.
